giant British dirigible, R-101. largest 
airship In the world, left its mooring 
mast at M:19'a. m. for its first trial 
fHsht. She carried a crew of 38 and 
14 passengers. 


Great crowds cheered as the ai.*- 


ship started its night, commanded by 
Major G. H. Scott/the first man to 
cross the Atlantic in a Hghter-than- 
alr machine. The guests included Sir 
John Higgins, representing the Em- 
pire Air council. Hot luncheon was 
to be served aboard. 


"My instructions are to fly In a cir- 


cle and to test the ship in every DOS- 
slb> way." Major Scott said. "Th« 
probability is that our maiden trip 
will ba about 30 mKcs in length. Wo 
shall go no higher than 2,000 feet." 


The dirigible was taken from Its 


hangar Saturday and moored to the 
mast, a half mile away. 


There recently has been considera- 


ble criticism of the ship, with charg- 
es by various aeronautical experts 
that It would not live up to expecta- 
tions In performance. 


The R-101 is 730 feet long and 132 


feet In diameter. Under-the contract 
when the ship was laid down, she 
was to have a speed of 70 miles per 
hour at 5.000 feet, with a cruising 
speed of 63 miles an hour. At thla 
cruising speed It was estimated the 
airship should be able to fly in still 
air a distance of some 4.000 miles 
without refueling, 
with a normal 


commercial load. 


The R-101 Is fitted with engines us- 


ing a heavy oil, the purpose bein< 
to reduce, the fire hazard attendant 
upon the use of gasoline. Engineers 
are particularly interested In deter- 
mining the 
degree 
of 
efficiency 


reached by these motors. 


The airship Is designed to carry 


100 passengers, luggage and ten tons 
of mail. It has a dining room capable 
of seating 50 persons at a ume.

The state-can no more make men

GOOD AND BAD LOBBYING 
It is right for the senate to investi- 


gate all the lobbies at Washington, as 
the American Legion demands. The 
senate is inclined to do that of its own 
accord, since the Shearer revelations. 
But the Legion and some other patri- 
otic organizations are in danger of 
overlooking important distinctions. 


It need not be assumed unthinking- 


ly, even in a mood of righteous inclig-

REAL GREATNESS 


It is so much easier to destroy life 


than to save^t that it seems odd that 
most" of our monuments and memorial 
wreaths should go to the /destroyers 
rather than to the saviors. That, how- 
ever, is the way we do things. Some 
day/ perhaps, we shall have a better 
sense of values. Meanwhile— 


The latter part of xthe 18th-century 


and the first part of the 19th saw about 
as much wholesale destruction as has 
ever been crowded into a similar period 
of history. The men who led in that de- 
struction became famous. Nelson, Na- 
poleon, Wellington—scores of books 
have been written about them, scores 
of statues-have been erected to them. 
Every school \boy knows who they 
were and what they did. 


It happens th'at there was an Eng- 


lishman living in those days who man- 
aged to save more lives than the com- 
bined efforts of Wellington, Nelson, 
Napoleon and the rest destroyed. He 
has been dead a century but he is sitH 
saving lives, and he will continue to 
do so for centuries to come. His name 
was Edward Jenner. Is that name fa- 
miliar to you? Probably not; most his- 
'tory books dismiss him with a para- 
graph. But the name is far more worth 
knowing than the names of the fight- 
ing men mentioned above. 


Jenner, born in 1749, was the son of 


a country clergyman. He grew up in a 
day when smallpox was the most 
dreaded disease known. One out of 
every- four people in Europe and Eng- 
land either died of smallpox or carried 
"its disfiguring scars/throughout life. 
Medical science was utterly helpless 
before it. Jenner studied medicine and 
resolved to* devote his life'to the prob- 
lem of smallpox. He had noticed the 
current belief in his native-country dis- 
trict, that milkmaids'and farmers who 
had contracted the mild cowpox were 
immune from smallpox; and-he set to 
work to find out about it.,, 
, 


Many years of study and experiment 


followed,—until in 1800 he was'ablfe to 
present the results of his, researches to 
the w*orld and get the indorsement "of 
73 prominent physicians., During the 
years that ensued Jenner hiniself vac- 
cinated more than 600,000 persons, and 
vaccuiatidn became recognized ^-by 
medical men everywhere as the great 
weapon against smallpox. The battle- 
fields of Europe were bloody during 
.these years. Armies moved and fought ^ 
almost without ceasing, generals built* 
t ,*- , v* 
.j 
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vast reputations, the unwieldy snips of ' 
Lord Nelson sent their broadsides 
crashing" into French',' Danish and 
Spanish ships and Napoleon made his 
name a household word. Thousands 
upon thousands of men were killed, 
but Jenner, the quiet son of a country 
parson, was saving more lives than all 
of these battles were destroying. 


. Nelson has a great memorial column 


in London, Napoleon has a mighty 
tomb in Paris—and not one man in a 
hundred can even tell who Jenner was! 
Some day, let us hope, we will be bet- 
ter able to recognize the higher form 
of greatness. 


CHAIN STORES 


It is futile, says Dr. Julius Klein, as- 


sistant secretary of commerce, to be- 
wail chain stores. Great economic and 
business forces have brought them in- 
to existence. What can be done, and 
should be done, is to direct their 
growth and prevent mistakes and 
abuses. Chain store men, recently in 
convention, seemed to agree with this 
sentiment. 


According to another expert, the 


chain store must observe these ethics: 
It must not cut prices in any commu- 
nity or district in other to crush inde- 
pendent competitors; it must not take 
advantage of its broad field of operaf 
tion to work injustice in, particular sec- 
tions; it must cultivate the good will 
not only of consumers, but of local 
banks, commercial and civic organiza- 
tions and the local governing agencies. 


"In other words," as the Chicago 


News, sums it up, "the chain store must 
be a good citizen, a good neighbor and 
a good customer." If it isn't all this, it 
will not deserve success. As for the in- 
dividual merchant, what he has to do 
is to concentrate on his opportunities 
and resources, and give the special ser- 
vice he is well fitted to give.

WILLIAM PENN BORN 


Today is the 285th 'anniversary of the birth of 
Villiam Penn, "founder of Pennsylvania and 
coder of Quakers, m America. 
t>The son „ of. Sir \VilUam Penn, the Quaker 
eader was born at Tower- Hjll, London, on Oct. 
4. 1644, ^and was educated chiefly at 
Christ 


ch\lrch, Oxford, where he became a Quaker. 


His enthusiasm foe- his new faith assumed a 
•ugnacious form and he was expelled from the 
university after his violent-protest against at- 
ending1 the services of the/ Church of England 
and •wearing: the surplice of a student. 


After numerous escapades, for whi9h he was 
unlshed by confinement in the Tower, Penn 
urned his attention to the new world. 
In 1681, he obtained from the crown a grant 


territory from which the boundaries of the 


present state of Pennsylvania were determined. 


By a royal charter Penn was Lord Proprietor 


if the territory and established a home for his 
^•religionists in America. Ho laid out a site for 


new capital and called It Philadelphia. 
Penn died In 1718.

She Inherited that 
when she was five years old. More- 
over she was born into high society 
in England. She began at the top 
and never was forced to make an ef- 
fort to arrive anywhere. She was for 
instance the friend of the Prince of 
Wales, later King Edward VII, by 
virtue of her position in society and 
sbo makes a good deal of that friend- 
ship. It occupies a considerable part 
of her autobiography. She herself as 
a personality did little or nothing to 
win such a distinguished friend. The 
Prince of Wales has to be in some 
set in society and it is entirely nat- 
ural for him to be in the highest set. 
Lady .Warwick happened to be a 
member of that set but In her book 
she takes all the credit the traffic 
will stand for this distinguished 
friendship. 


The same thing is true of a num- 


ber of other distinguished friend- 
ships.

WHEAT BUYERS IS 


CAUSE OF SETBACK 


Traders' Gossip Says Tieup 


Is Tighter Than Ever Be- 
fore 
; /

Chicago —W*)— Facing reports of 


a deadlock between European buyers 
and North American owners of 
wheat, the Chicago market for 
wheat future deliveries underwent 
material setbacks today. According 
to trade gossip, the deadlock has as- 
sumed a tenacity never before wit- 
nessed in the annals of wheat mar- 
keting. Meanwhile, contrasting with 
wheat price downturns here today 
and with unusual absence of specu- 
lative buying, the Liverpool market 
advanced, finishing 3-4 to 1 1-8 pence 
per bushel higher than Saturday. 


Despite unexpected upturns today 


in wheat quotations both at Liver- 
pool and Buenos Aires, and 
not- 


withstanding talk of prospective bet- 
ter export demand for wheat 
from 


North America, the wheat 
market 


here proved sensitive to Australian 
advices of moderate to heavy rains 
affording relief from drought. One 
correspondent lifted the estimate ot 
Australian wheat production 28,000,- 
000 bushels as compared with earlier 
figures. On the other hand, Liver- 
pool reported sellers scarce, and the 
amount of wheat on ocean passage 
noticeably smaller than a week ago. 


Lower prices here for wheat much 


of the time today were in the face 
of official reports indicating that 
1929 
wheat production in 30 coun- 


tries totals 2,869,000.000 compared 
with 3.245,000.000 bushels in 1928. 
The 30 countries referred to have 
more than 80 per cent of the esti- 
mated world production exclusive of 
Russia and China. 


Corn was under pressure, and 


prices averaged lower but with buy- 
ing against bids checking the break. 
A car of new sample grade corn 
was received here, and sold at 81 
cents. Weather conditions over the 
double holiday were generally re- 
garded as auspicious for the new 
crop, and harvesting is progressing. 
Oats were easier, sympathizing with 
corn. 


Provisions although firmer at the 


start, eased afterward on account of 
scattered selling.

omitted from 


the total. Clearly the donations were 
included in some casee. 


"St. John's parish" sot $15 or $20 


a month during one period, and $110 
In one lump. The Y. M. C. A. gat $25 
and $50 donations. The Methodists 
got $50. 
Payments 
of $8 25 were 


made to a club monthly. The state 
children's homo got $2". a fow time", 
and the "crippled children" got a do- 
nation of $100. 


Practically every month there was 


a mysterious Item, "Special Kxpcnse 
. . . $25." Nowhere was this explain- 
ed. A man familiar 
with the state 


commented that this is the regular 
price for a case of liquor there. One 
month it was "Special Expense . . . 
$70." 


One month It cost $50 for officials 


to go to an Indian powwow, and next 
to that Item was the following unex- 
plained Hem: "At powwow . . .
